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In addition, Applicants would like to direct the Examiner's attention to the fact that an 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) and copies of the cited references, in accordance with the 
provisions of 37 C.RR. 1.97, is being filed via first class mail today. Applicants respectfully 
request that the Examiner enter the IDS into the file and consider the references cited therein during 
the first substantive examination of this application. 

Claims 1-16 are pending in the above-referenced application. A requirement for restriction 
has been imposed on claims 1-16 requiring the Applicants to restrict the subject matter of the 
instant application to the invention encompassed within one of the following four groups: 

Group I (claims 1-4 and 6-9) drawn to an isolated polynucleotide encoding a polypeptide 
having SEQ ID NO: 2, or that is complementary to the polynucleotide or that hybridizes 
with the polynucleotide, a cDNA, an expression vector and a host cell comprising the same; 

Group II (claims 5 and 10) drawn to a process for expressing a MraY protein of 
Pseudomonas aeruginoa by cuituring a host cell; 

Group III (claims 1 1-14), drawn to a probe and a primer comprising SEQ ID NO:3 or SEQ 
ID NO: 4; and 

Group IV (claims 15 and 1 6) drawn to an isolated polypeptide comprising an amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO:2 and a cellular extract comprising the same. 

Applicants hereby elect to prosecute the subject matter assigned to Group I (i.e., claims 1-4 
and 6-9) without traverse. Applicants expressly reserved the right to pursue the subject matter of 
the non-elected claims that have been assigned to Groups II-IV in one or more divisional and/or 
continuing applications.
